A New Busine ~The following account of 
a late Police examination in London will amuse 
the reader.

At the Mansion House, on Wednesday, Mic 
hael Pagastro, an old Polish Jew, and two Lrish 
women, named Fillen and Peggy Bryan, were 
brought before the Lord Mayor, under the follow 

curious circumstances :—Mr. Bernard, the 
landlord of the house in which the Jew lodges 
was disturbed on the preceding night by strange 
noises, Consisting of laughter an@ lamentation, in! 
the garret where Pagastro dwelt, and he was sur 
prised to find two females in the carret long afier 
the usual hour of putting the street door on, the 
lateh, but still miore surprised at the employment 
m which they were engaged. The Jew hada 
long beard, in which there were as many white 
as black hairs, and the women were plucking out 
the fordier, »while the Jew alternately sighed and 
sneezed at every tweak he reeeived. ‘The land- | 
lord scarcely kgew his tenant, who looked up 
with tears in his eyes, and a beard as black as 
soot, while the floor was covered with the pros 
trate evidence of antiquity. When he demanded 
an explanation, the Jew started up and pushed 
him down stairs. Pagastro told the Magistrates 
that his motives for having his beard weeded was 
a goodone. In his country it was usual to have 
the beard plucked as a penance, and as a Jew 
committed offences in England as well as in 
Poland, why he thought he might use the same 
means of absolution. Mr. Bernard said that the 
Veavery ditlerent account of the mat 
declared that as the Jew was going sweet 
hearting, he had employed them to renovate him 
a litdve—( Laughter.) The female defendants, it 
appeared, were in the fortune-telling line, and ;

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«“ GENTLEMEN'S FASHIONS.” 

We have transferred to our columns a regular 
bulletin of the shape, color, quality, &c. of the 
habiliments which her most despotic majesty the 
empress Fashion, has commanded her liege sub- 
jects of the masculine gender to array themselves 
in by a late edict, dated at her imperial palace in 
her right loyal city of London. As her most po- 
tent majesty’s high behests admit of neither gain- 
saying or cavilling, it becometh not us, her some- 
time followers, to demur thereto; and we hereby 
exhort and entreat the most implicit obedience 
from all and sundry of her trusty vassals. And, 
while meddling with this subject, we have thought 
it not out of place to take a few notes on the pre 
sent state of public taste in regard to like matters 
in our own goodly city ; premising that the man- 
dates of her majesty aforesaid are no where treat- 
ed with a more universal and marked indifference. 

This might strike a stranger as somewhat singu- 
lar at first, especially if he considered how prover- 
bially systematic are the New-Yorkers with 
respect toevery thing else. The laying out a 
street through*the very centre of our business and 
population—the establishment of a splendid line 
of packets—the creation of an extensive suburb 
—the investment of uncounted millions in the 
stock of a canal, perhaps hardly yet surveyed— 
are all looked upon as matters of ordinary busi- 
ness and every day occurrences. And, indeed, ifa 
projector should walk into Wall-street with the 
programma of a rail-road hence to the Oregon 
Territory, plump across the Rocky Mountains, he 
could, without exciting the least surprise, have 
the cost and profits of the undertaking counted 
up to him, and the exact price which the stock 
‘would bear in market demonstrated to a tittle. 

Every thing is here done by system and calcu 
lation from building’ theatres and churches to 
shaving notes and green-horns—no, not every 
thing: for we have before said that in the matter 
of gentlemen’s apparel, there is a most remarkable 
want of system; and it is not confined to those 
who cannot a@ffurd to be fashionable: far from it. 
Few are so wealthy as not to prefer (barbarians 
as they are,) consulting the thefmometer, or the 
aspect of the skies, rather than the “ Report of the 
Fashions,” to determine whether they shall, or 
shall not encase themselves in an overcoat pre- 
paratory to venturing out of a morning; and there 
are even some (unconscionable reprobates !) who 
demur to the custom of having boots above six 
inches in width at the point (!) In this last par- 
ticular, however, *‘ public opinion” is overwhelm- 
ingly against them: so we infer that though fa- 
shion be not absolute among wus, she has at least 
astrong foot-hold.

Wauisxers—(We will hearken to no expostu- 
lation; they are an article of dress, and as such 
cultivated, fashioned and exhibited )—whiskers, 
we say, have became a decided bore. Whether 
this be owirg to the too extensive business which 
has been carried on during the past winter in the 
growth and manufacture of the article, or simply 
to a return to the laws of good taste and common 
sense on the part of the knights of the hairy coun- 
tenance, we pretend not to decide, but barely note 
the fact as an indication of the progress of im- 
provement, and the “march of mind.” But, 
then, while we heartily deprecate whiskers in ge- 
neral, we must not condemn the wearers thereof 
rashly or indiscriminately. There are persons, 
‘we must admit, who have good reasons for not 
liking te show their faces ; and such are unques-

AMERICAN THEATRE 

Mr. Hamblin on Monday evening last, redeem 
ed his pledge. We “ were more than gratified--- 
we were engaged and delighted.” Of the perform- 
ance, and the beautiful debutante, we connot bet 
ter express our own feelings than by this quota 
tion from the Courier.—‘‘We found the house 
literally crowded to overflowing, and every tongue 
praising Miss Vixcent’s Clari, in the Maid of 
Milan, which was just finished. “ Perfection or 
the Maid of Munster” was then played---Kate 
O’Brien, Miss Vincent, being only her twelfth 
appearance on any stage. We have been as- 
tonislied by the precocity of Master Burke and 
Miss Fisher, but our astonishment was greater 
when we found before us a very pleasing young 
lady of seventeen, easy in her mannersand grace- 
ful in her person, bursting upon us with a degree 
of excellence rarely witnessed. Her conception 
and manner of playing was the admiration of the 
audience and thunders*of applause from all parts 
ofa crowded house bore testimony to her merits 
She is an actress of very decided talent, and 
great proviise, and even at this moment, may 
claim to be ranked with any performer in the 
country in the character e saw her play. With- 
al she has a fine voice and only requires in- 
struction in music to rank high a8 @ singer as 
well as an actress.” 

On Wednesday, Miss V. again appeared in the 
same pietes, to a full and fashionable audience, 
and “persUnated the part of Clari, in Howard 
Payne's play of that name, with a degree of chaste- 
ness and feeling that would have mollified the most 
rigorous critic.” In our opinion, her acting was 
less constrained than on the previous night. That 
diffidence or “jeune ne se quoi,” so generally ex- 
perienced on a first appearance had disappeared, 
and we now beheld her in all her power, her 
beauty, and her grace. Her “Home, sweet Home” 
would have well become Miss Hughes; by the 
way, Miss Searle, a clever actress and pretty wo- 
man, sung the same song, to our mind, as well as 
can be done by even the “prima donna” herself. 
Miss V.’s “first appearance on the stage rather 
disappoints one,” says the American, who contin- 
ues, “her figure though good, is rather small—and 
her face, particularly when seen en profil, ordina- 
ry.” Now we beg leave to differ in this point, 
and fF the Anti-malthusian of the Ameri- 
can, only meant it as an agreeable surprise to us 
young bloods, for he acknowledges in almost the 
succeeding line, that “Miss V.'s features prove 
them to be of that class which win upon you by 
cheating into the belief that they are the index of 
the owner’s feeling; they vary so in expression as 
to become a study ; and he who peruses finds his 
interest enchaimed before he is aware of it.” 

Her voice is one of exquisite sweetness, and 
finely modulated, though it at times seems to have 
“some slight defect, as if from the loss of a front 
tooth.” We think no one can deny her gestures 
are ever graceful, and in one so young, astonish- 
ing ; when excited “they are all nature.” “ Her 
motions, generally, are perfectly lady-like, with 
no abrupt starts, no attitudinizing, or stage trick 
about them. She seems to identify herself com- 
pletély with her character, and when under the 





influence of strong emotion, you can see the veins 
in her neck and temples swelling as if the tide of 
feeling were pouring a torrent through them. This 
cannot be the effect of drilling ; there must be tal- 
ent of no common order where such manifesta- 
tions of the excitable temperament that accompa 
nies it are displayed.”

This would 
carry upwards the unhealthy scum of turbulent 
peanut eaters, and leave a wholesome residuum of 
quiet play loving people. And these last finding 
themselves so mu h more comfortable in their 
favorite quarters, would, by frequenting them 
more often, soon act tugetlier, and gradually es- 
tablish that etiquette in the house, and between 
the stage and the audience, which is the best 
preservative of order, and which formerly made 
the theatre the school of good breeding. In 
England this good understanding exists to such 
a degree that the pit regulates the stage by the 
surveillance it exercises over it, and at the same 
time sustains the ‘?— of the theatre in putting 
down disorder. n Paris its operation is so 
beneficial that a man who leaves his glove upon 
his seat may be certain of recovering both when 
he wishes, while not even a lady presumes to 
place her back to the stage, much less a gentle- 
man to sit, as is not uncommon with us, in such 
an attitude upon the front cushion of the boxes 
that at least two quarters of him shall impend 
like an avalanche over the pit.

Ricuarp rae Tuirp's Ben—Richard slept 
at the Blue Boar Inn, the night before the battle 
of Bosworth field, and the bedstead whereon he 
is supposed to have lain is still preserved, and ite 
history is thus handed down :—* In os 
1613, Mrs. Clark, keeper of that inn, was 
by her servant maid and others, and the relation 
is thus given by Sir Roger Twisden, who had it 
from persons of undoubted credit, who were not 
only inhabitants of Leicester, but saw the mur- 
derers executed:—‘ When king Richard III 
marctred into Leicestershire against Henry, Earl 
of Richmond, afterwards Henry VII, he lay at 
the Blue Boar Inn, in the town of Leicester, 
wheré was lefta large wooden bedstead, gilded if 
some places, which, after his defeat and , in 
the battle of Bosworth; was left, either through 
haste, or as a thing of little value, (the bedding 
being all taken from it,) to the people of the 
house: thenceforward, this old stead, which 
was boarded at the bottom, (as the manner was in 
those days,) became a piece of standing furniture; 
and passed from tenant to tenant with the inn, 
In the reign of Queen Elizabeth this house was 
kept by one Mr. Clark, who put a bed on this 
bedstead; which his wife going to make hastily, 
and jambling the bedstead, a piece of gold drop- 
ped out. This excited the woman's curiosity ; 
she narrowly examined this antiquated piece of 
furniture, and finding ft had a double bottom, took 
off the uppermost with a chisel, upon which she 
discovered the space between them filled with gold 
part of it coined by Richard III, and the rest of 
it in earlier times. Mr. Clark (her husband) con- 
cealed this piece of good fortune, though by de- 
grees, the effects of it were made known, for he 
became rich from a iow condition, and, in the 
space of a few years, mayor of the town; and 
then the story of the bedstead came to be ramour- 
ed by the servants. At his death, he left his es- 
tate to his wife, who still confirmed to keep the 
inn, though she was knowr to be very rich; 
which put some wieked persoms upon ong ing 
the maid-servant te asstst in robbing her.

When a female otter happens to be attacked in 
company with her young, the mother immediate- 
ly clasps the young one with her fore feet, and 
planges beneath the surface. However, as the 
cub is not able to remain long under water, she 
is under the necessity of rising again very soon, 
and of thus exposing herself to the darts of her 
pursuers. It sometimes happens that the hunters 
come on the female by surprise, and separate her 








from her young one, in which case, the cub is sure | 
to be taken immedsately ; but the mother nosoon- | 


er hears its cries than she swinis to the very boat 
from which they proceed, and regardless of all 
danger, shares the fate of her little complaining 
capuve. If the temale has twoeubs, which is 
sometimes the case, she will destroy one herself, 
in order that she may be able to devote her whole 
attent'on to the protection of the other. 

The first plunge or dive of a sea-otter exceeds 
a quarter of an hour; the second is of shorter du- 
ration: the third still shorter. Thus,the intervals 
gradually diminish, till at last. It can plunge no 
more. ‘These creatures sometimes swim on their 
sides; at other times on their backs, or in an up- 
right position. Whemattacked, they make no 
resistance, but endeavor to save themselves by 
flight. Where, however, they see no means of 
escape, they will scold aud grim like an angry 
cat. 

On receiving a blow from a club, they turn on 
their side, draw up their hind legs, cover their 
eyes with their fore paws, and secm to prepare 
themselves for death When an otter is killed, 
the hunters express their trrumph by a general 
shout.
